Directors o tho Clmmber of Com-
merce at Hotel Tulsa Friday noon
adopted a report of tho special com-
mittee to lnvefltlgnto charges made
by 12 word school principals against
13. 13. Obcrholtzer, superintendent of
ichools. This report completely ex-

onerates Oberholtzcr of tho accusa-
tions and contains a veiled adjurat-
ion to tho principals to hereafter
pay moro strict attention lo their
respective schools und less attention
to tho superintendent's business.

Tho Chamber of Commerce com-
mittee was composed of A. L. Farm,
tr, J. Si. Berry and J. W. Woodford.
Tho report was read Friday by
Woodward and was adopted without
dissent.

Letters Sent Principals.
Accompanying this commtttco's

report was a resolution passed by
the board of education, which also
gavo Obcrholtzer a clean bill of
health. Other documents .with the
report woio a copy of a letter sent
to tho various ward principals

in the caso by Dr. N. W. Slay-Slnne- s,

president of the school
board, and a special letter to J. II.
Brown, principal of tho Irving
school, who acted as (spokesman for
the other principals. Copies of tho
letter to Brown wero sent also to
his associates.

"It is the Kcnse of tho board of
education that your Interest should
be In the best Interests of tho school
and that no movement, political or
otherwise, should enter Into the
school organization which would
tend to disrupt tho regular school
work or in any wa Interfere with
the closest and greatest
efficiency of all employes of the
board of education," reads one par-
agraph of tho Brown letter.

The last paragraph of the Cham-
ber of Commcrco committee's re-
port reads as follows:

A Gentle Rebuke.
Wo call your attention to tho fact

that In tho last paragraph of the
resolution of the board of education
the principals wcro directed by the
board to refrain from any further
activities which would tend to ag-
gravate or spread various rumors
destructive of any interests of the
schools, and that tho principals wore
directed to apply themselves to their
work at their respective buildings.

In tho New York district business
generally shows a wholesome trend,
although still depressed In nil lines,
according to 1). C. Borden.

Philadelphia is well on the way
to recover, Btovon L. Nownham re-
ported. "It seems a safo prediction
from all appearnnf cs," ho wild, "that
tho business depression of tho third
district has passed tho crisis and
Is well on lto way toward a full re-
covery."

Jitislnt'ss In Hitter.
Continued improvement is cxnect- -

cd In Cleveland, according to T. C.
Thomas. "Business," ho raid.
"shows a decided tipwurd trend."

Bess favoiublu reports fiom Jtlch
mond district wcro presented by W.

Hons aro fair," ho said. "Thero is
probably less unemployment than Is
tound In thu lurge cities. Tho ugrl
cultural situation Is serious, but tho
farmer will bo ublu to combat thu
boll weevil well. Tho commercial
situation ln guneral is lair, but
nothing to onthusu over. Financial
ly conditions uru probably poor, but
not so mucii nuo to cotton as to ban
loans ln years gono by."

Florida conditions uru better than
any statu In tho union, according to
J. W. l'olu or tha Atlanta district.
"Thero Is llttlo reason to doubt but
what real prosperity In this district
as well us thu .pntlro country," he
said, "depends largely on a restora-
tion of a satisfactory foreign de-

mand, but even under tho most fa-
vorablo conditions severul years of
thrift and hard work will bo neces-
sary before this section can hope
for complete recovery.''

"Farmers aru generally giving at
tention to diversification Of crops
and tho cost of cotton production
will bo less than last year. The
citrus and truck crops In Florida
have been splondld with satisfac-
tory price and therefore tho situa-
tion in that state Is probably the best
of any state ln thu union."

Considerable decrease in tho grain
on hand In thu Chicago district was
leported by Fred Brown, as well us
heavier exports. .Stock und bond
prices are advancing, lie declured.

Last November Kstaver Joined
Frank Johnson and his wife at
Tucson for n motor trip to Los An
geles. A day later Johnson drovo
into a nearlsy town badly wounded
His wlfo had been shot to death.
Johnson accused Kstaver ot killing
his wlfo and shooting him In an at
tempt at robbery. Kstaver was ar
rested tho same day.

Kept Identity Secret.
Estovor's Identity remained a se-

cret until a few daya ago, when,
through tho of the
Oklahoma penitentiary officials hs
was Identified. JIls trial Is set for
next month.

Tho routed army left behind ar-
tillery, munitions, horses and load-
ed camels and Its wounded and dead.
The total easusltles In tho day's
fighting are betlced to have reached
from 0,000 to 7.000 dead arid
wounded.

started u simultaneous attack on
all ot Chang Tso-Lln- 's entrenched
positions to tho southwest of I'eklng.
